His Holiness Pope Pius XII de- 
clared in his annual Christmas 
message to the world. 


Unusually long—it ran to some 
6,000 wo the Pope's address 
contained a strong indictment of

by St. John the Baptist took place 
on that date, and it is observed 
by the Church on Epiphany. So is 
the marriage at Cana, the first 
incident in Our Lord’s public life, 
celebrated. 


In other words the Epiphany 
honors those three events—the 
visit of the Magi, the Baptism of 
Christ, and the working of His 
first miracle. Even if it were not 
assured the latter fell on that same 

te, it is quite fitting that the 
beginning of His public life 
should be observed on the feast 
which is occupied with the begin- 
ning of His life. 

You will recall that it was at 
Christ’s Baptism that God, the Fa- 
ther. Himself first declared that 
Jesus was His beloved Son: “This 
is My beloved Son in Whom I am 
well pleased” (Matt. 3:17). 

These three events in Christ's 
life have been observed on the 6th 
of January from the days of primi- 
tive Christianity. St. Leo and St 
Gregory and later St. Augustine 
referred to the three events com- 
memorated by a single feast. 

The Church se tes these 
feasts in the gospel she uses on 
the Octave of The Epiphany, and 
the first Sunday after that Oc 
teve. On the Octave the gospel

| lead our routine lives. But through 
custom, the term “religious” has 
_&@ special application for those 
| who have given themselves entire- 
_ly to God in a monastery, and who 
jhave taken the vows of poverty, 
chastity and obedience. We speak 
of such men as living in “religious 
| orders.” 

| In the beginning, the religious 
orders were made up of men who 
lived alone, as hermits or recluses. 
It was not solely a Christian cus- 
tom, for the Essenes among the 
_Jews and Stoics among the pagans 
_ withdrew from public life in order 
to perfect themselves. 

The first such Christian hermits 
were called “anchorites,” which is 
from the Greek for “one who has 
retired.” They went into the des- 
ert to escape persecution, and even 
if there were several in the neigh- 
borhood, each man kept to him- 
self. About the year 315, the an- 
chorites began to live together, 
and the first monastic house was 
started. The “Father of Réligious 
Life” was Saint Benedict, who laid 
down the principles for commun- 
_ ity living—his code is known as a 
|“Rule,” and the Benedictine Rule 
| was observed by nearly all monas- 
|teries for hundreds of years. Now 
| there are several other Rules in ex- 
| istence. 


‘More Are Needed 


As religious communities for 
men were developed, the same 
|thing happened for women. Saint 
Augustine founded such a house, 
and Saint Benedict's sister govern- 
ed a religious house for women. 
Just as men- called themselves 
‘brothers, so did the religious wo- 
men call themselves “sisters.” 
Strictly speaking, the word “nun” 
is reserved for those sisters who
